WASHINGTON, D. C., September 18.—It is

In 
the Interior Department there are 
thirty-seven Republican chiefs of 
divisions who will be discharged by November 
land their places fillea by Democrats. Inthe 
Post- office Department there are eleven Re- 
publican chiets who will aiso beremoved. In 
the State, Navy and Army Departments 
there have been few removals, but 
all will have to go. There are less 
Republican chiefs in the Treasury Depart- 
ment than in any other singie branch of 
Government. Commissioner Black 
said that by December l,

that office who is not 
under Civil-Service jurisdiction. Mr. Bayard, 
who had been conservative about making 
chungesin his department, has assumed a 
proud Democratic spirit, and will taake a 
very radicai change.

Rounds’ Round-Up.

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 13.—Public 
Printer Rounds will vacate his office next 
Wednesday.

It is said the building is already equipped with 
necessary apparatus and an additional supply 
is quite unnecessary. Mr. Benedict, the new 
public printer, willbave it in bis power to 
annul or ratify the proposed contract. The 
contractors are more responsible for this pro- 
posed additional equipment than any other 
persons, as there will be in it between $5,000and 
$10,000 perquisites. Mr. Rounds originally 
protested against the scheme, but the con- 
tractors prevailed upon him to order the ad- 
vertisement. It is not improbable that Mr. 
Benedict will nip the scheme in the bud as 
soon as he seizes the official reins next 
Wednesday.

The Rival Austrian and Rassias Camps acd

Lonpon, September 13.—It is remarked thas 
although Emperor Francis Joseph is at 
Prezmysl, in Galicia, and the Czar at Brest 
Litoyvsexs, in Poland, not more than 
250 kilometres apart, neither has 
given any sign of & desire OF 
intention of meeting the other. In fact, neither 
has sent the other greetings, even by deputy. 
The Neue Fiele Presse of Vienna complains of 
the Ozar’s breach of courtesy towards Aus 
tria. It says it is noteworthy thas 
the Russian military manenvres are taking 
place at the precise corner of the Russian Do- 
minions which would be the principal theater 
of war in the event of a Russian conflict with 
Austria. Emperor Francis Jeseph is at tbe 
same time reviewing an equal number of 


Austrian troops, the total being Over 


| 60,000 men, at the point which would naturally 


be chosen asthe Austrian base of operations 
inthe same event. ‘‘Thus we see,’’ says the 
Neue Freie Presse, ‘‘two rival camps and two 
rival courts almost witnin sight of each 
other.’’ 

THE CZAR’S TERMS. 

Sorta, September 13.—The National Assem- 
bly met to-day. The Russian agent has re- 
ceived tbe Czar’s reply to Bulgaria’s 
proposals. The Czar says Kussia 
will recognize the Bulgarian regency and 
assist the union of Buigaria and Eastern 
Roumelia on condition that no acts of violence 
be committed. Russia advises that public 
opinion be allowed to calm down beforea 
new prince be electea to the throne. 
The Russian agent has not yet communicated 
the Czar’s reply to the Bulgarian Government, 
because the relations between him and the 
present Bulgarian ministers are very strained. 
During the sitting of the National Assembly 
to-day several of the deputies proposed that 
the Balgarian Government send a telegram to 
the Czar requesting him to communicate with 
the Bulgarian Government direct instead of 
through the agent.

TERRIBLE, IF TRUE. 


Rumored Sinking of the Barge Gracie 
Baker with Many Passengers. 


CHICAGO, September 13.—A special dispatch 
published here this morning says it is ramored 
that the barge Gracie Barker with a large 
number of passengers on board, has sunk 
somewhere south of Grand Haven, Mich. The 
report is not generally believed, but some 
anxiety is felt regarding the safety of the 
barge. 

In marine circles here a g000 deary 
of interest is taken in the reported loss 
of the Baker, but all efforts to obtain 
positive information proved fruitless. 
A dispatch from Bridgeman, a point about 
eighteen miles south of St. Joseph, Mich., 
states that a bottle had been picked up on the 
shore there containing these words: ‘‘Gracie 
Baker sinking off shore. All hands, I fear, 
will be lost.’’ 

LATER—. Another dispatch was received stat- 
ing that another bottle containing a similar 
message had just been found in the same 
place.

The par 
value of the certificates being $100, and no 
more certificates can be issued, except 
for the acquisition of property, the actual 
present value of the mill property acquired 
so far being estimated at $15,000,000. The pro- 
duction of cotton seed oil has been profitable, 
and parties interested in this trust claim that 
dividends of 10 percent per annum on the 
$30,000,000 certificates can be earne dnow, with 
a prospect of larger profits in the future.’’

A Report That the Champion Pugilist is

The King of the Prize Ring Left Without a 
DolUar. 


ANew York dispatch dated Saturday says 
that Sullivan is bankrupt. All the money 
gained by his pugilism is spent, he has lately 
been unable to make much more, and financial 
disaster new overwhelms him. On coming to 
New York to stay he went into partnership 
¥ith Billy Bennett, a locally notorious keeper 
ofgaming hells and sporting saloons. The 


scheme was to turn the Central Park Hotel, an 
establishment already possessed by Ben- 
nett, into a tremendously prosperous 
rendezvous for eportin; men. Sul- 
livan was to assume haif the expenses 
and risks. He had not $100 to his name when 
he guitted Boston, and had been compelled to 
siip cut of that city between two days in order 
to escape from criminai and civil prosecution 
for assaults and debts. But neitber he nor 
bennett doubted that riches wouid result from 
the New York scheme. No such thing has 
happened. “There are several reasons forthe 
faiiure. The police of the precinct holding 
t Central Park Hotel were §strictiy 
njoined by the Superintendent to permit no 
rder in the place, and especiaily to en- 
ree the excise law as tocilosure on sundays 
nd at other prescribed hours. That cut off 
tieast half of the anticipated sale of bever- 
es.

THIS OUGHT TO SETTLE IT. 


The Controversy on Hanlan’s Three Miles in 
19 Minutes, 221-4 Seconds. 


From the Spirit of the Times. 

We have received the fcllowing letter: 

Owing fo doubts expressed as to correctness 
of officialtime in the Hanlan and Courtney 
sculiers race at Rockaway Beach on September 
1, Lhereby deem it my duty to assure you, as 
timekeeper regularly agreed to by both con- 
testants at a meeting on August $1, that all the 
conditions were fulfilled and that the time, 19 
minutes, 22% seconds, is correct.

We print this letter in deference to Mr. Da- 
vis’ personal request and after listening to his 
reasons for wishing it published, but we see 
no necessity for it, nor any probability that it 
will have the desired effect. The facts of the 
case may be summarized as follows: 


in Jamaica Bay, near Rockaway, September 
1, E. Hanlan and C. E. Courtney rowed over a 
course said to measure three miles with one 
turn, the annonncedtime being:  Hanilan, 
19m. 22l4s.; Courtney, 19m. 41%gs. 

No sensible person attaches any value what- 
ever to rowing records, because the varying 
conditions of tide, current, wind and water 
make them utterly useless as measures of ab- 
solute or comparative rowing ability. The fast- 
est time ever made overthe Putney-Mortlake 
course was by a man who could not finish 
Within 200 yards of any first-class sculier, 
and we have seen the fastest time ever 
recorded over the national course § at 
Philadelphia, beaten three times in 
one week by a third-rate amateur 
who never won an openrace. Any man, trv- 
ing his best each time, will vary from one min- 
ute to six minutesin sculling over the same 
three-mile course each day fortwo weeks, and 
allthe bhubbub and pother about rowing rec- 
ords is the most arrant nonsense. 

The Jamaica Bay affair was an exhibition 
for stated prizes, furnished by the railroad 
and hotel owners, who expected to profit 
by the money of the fools who at- 
tended the show. Each of the scullers 
received exactiy the same amount of pay, 
no matter whether he finished in 19m., 
49m., or lh. 19m.,e0 that there was no in- 
centive to severe exertion. The water was too 
lumpy for fast time; Hanlan was hindered a 
little by an awkwardly handled sailboat; 
neither he nor Courtney rowed at any time 
harder than a good practice pull, and Hanlian 
stopped twice on the bome-stretch to induige 
in bis customary monkey capers. No intelli- 
gent man does or ever will believe that, under 
these circumstances, Hanlan rowed a full 
three miles witha turnin 19m, 22\%4s.—faster 
time than was ever before made or even 
claimed by any oarsman—or that Courtney fin- 
ished in 19m. 4l‘es. 

We are promised all sorts of affidavits about 
the correctness of the course, but these are 
not worth the paper on which thev are 
written. The course which the surveyor lays 
out is one thing, the course rowed by the 
scullers quite another. Usually the fellow to 
whom is intrusted the anchoring of the turn- 
ing buoys puts them a quarter of amile short 
of where the surveyor intended them to be 
placed; and even if the anchors should be 
dropped at the correct spot, using plenty 
of rope in tidal water will shorten a course 
any needed amount—in one well-known case 
three miles was thus shortened to less than 
twoand three-quarter miles. 

We do not know whetherthe course was 
short, or Mr. Davis made a mistake in his 
arithmetic, but we donot know that in this 
affair the world’s best record was not and 
could not have been beaten. 

As long as a professional sculler is a genuine 
performer, and bopes to make money by 
beating other ecullersin regattas and matches, 
he does not wish the public to know how fast 
he can row, and endeavors to conceal or be- 
little his records. Whenever he btvecomes 
covetous of remarkabie records, and queru. 
lous and combative about the times of his 
performances, it is evident that he is about 
ready to give up real competition and turn his 
attention to leasing to gate-money speculators 
bimeeif,his reputation and his alleged records.

YACHT GOSSIP. 


Some of the Reasons Why the Mayflower 
Won—Henn’s Challenge. 


NEw YORK, September 13.—Gen. Paine has 
gone to boston. Lieut. Henn has withdrawn 
his challenge forarace around the Bermuda 
Isiands, but will soon issue another challenge, 
the terms of which have not yet been made 
public. 

It was the general opinion among yachtsmen 
yesterday thatthe victory of the Mayflower 


has demonstrated her superiority not only to 
the Galatea but to all other British yachts. In 
the two international races it was con- 
ciusively roved that in windward work 
the English boat could not point 
with the Mayflower without being s0 
pinched that she was almost unable to move. 
The Mayflower was able to hold her windward 
position too a great deal better than her antag- 
onist. The race of Saturday also provedthatin 
a good whole sail breeze the Mayflower could 
outrun the Galatea. The races of the Galatea 
in England are matters of record and prove 
conclusively that the boasted Irex is not capa- 
ble of beating her as badly asthe Mayflower 
can. In running the lrex may be the equal of 
the Mayflower, but probably not. In wind- 
ward work the Mayflower is undoubtedly 
the superior of the Irex. An Englishman who 
was on board the judges’ boat at 
the race on Saturday said that the Galatea was 
underrigged. It was the general opinion yes- 
terday, that Mr. Webb made a mistake in at-

BLAINE’S MAN. 


SUCCESS IN MAINE. 


How the Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee Has Figured the Result—The 
Complexion of Every Voter Known—Prob- 
able Prohibition Vote—Gov. Plaisted Be- 
lieves There is a Good Chance for the 
Democrats. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCRH. ; 
| AUGUSTA, Me., September 13.—‘‘Joe’’ Man- 
‘Jey is Blaine’s Dan Manning. No man has 
/ worked barder for Blaine in years past than 


hard work for Blaine in those past years as 
he has done within the last two months. As 
Chairman of the Republican State Committee 
Mir. Maniey would, of course, be zealous in 
the effort to bring out the full Republican vote 
in this most uninteresting campaign; but it 


being an absolute essential to Biaine’s 
nomination in 1888 that he should carry 
his own State, bis man Bodwell, as 


chief lieutenant, has kept the campaign at 
biowing-off pressure since it opened, and has 
had more thorough work done than has prob- 
ably ever before been the case. The result is 
that at this last hour, before the votes begin 
to drop, despite the many and very disturbing 
elements inthe campaign, Manié¢y is as confi- 
dent, or professes to be, ashe has ever been 
in any previous struggle, that an old-time Re- 
publican majority will roll up and oyerwhelm 
the Democrats, and wipe the third party out 
of existence. 

Manley told me yesterday just how it was 
all coming out, and was good enough to show 
me the operation of ali the intricate and mys- 
terious machinery through which he nad been 
ableto get tbe thing down so fine. He says 
there are notadozen men inthe State con- 
cerning the complexion of whose ballot he is 
notinformed. From Portland in the south- 
west corner to Presque Isie in the northeast 
corner, he nas them 

ALL ON HIS LISTS. 

He showed me the lists, and sure enough 
there opposite each man’s name was 4a record 
of allthat he ever had been politically, and 
just what he is now. Then it was 
all summed up on other sheets by 


towns and counties. On a great number of the 
touwn-sheets aiter ‘‘Prohibitionist’’ was the 
tiwure ‘‘l’’ ora ‘*0.’’ On none of the sheets I 
saw did the Prohibitionists run above twenty- 
tive. lasked Mr. Manley wuat the total num- 
ber of third party votes would be, and he re- 
plied: ‘‘Of Republicans there wiil be 1,246 inen 
who will vote the third party ticket.’” This 
reduction of poiitics to an exact science did 
not apply so closely to the Democratic vote, 
and Mr. Maniev was unwilling to risk his repu- 
tation by poss:bly getting one or two votes ut 
oi the way, but he said the third party 
would draw about as heavily trom the Dem>»- 
cratic ranks as from Repubiican, and the total 
coid water vote would not be more than 2,500.

ANOTHER CONFIDENT MAN. 

Mr. Maniey is not tne only confident man in 
Maine. Chairman brown of the Democratic 
state Committee has of late be- 
come yery confident also, while the Pro- 
hibitionists are just as sure of polling 
8,000 to 10,000 votes as Mr. Maniey is that they 
wont get more than 2,500. It is curious that 
there should be such an amount of confidence 
on all sides on the day before election, and 
particularily in an election in which there are 
s0 IMany uncertain eliements. It may bea 
rush and absurd thing tur any Democrat to 
look forward to victory, but some of the lead- 
ers are doing it, and the rank and file seem to 
be impressed with the belief that thereisa 
chance this time that they have had only twice 
before in a quarter of a century. 

It was pouring downrain last nightand the 
Democrats whv entertain the belief thata 
rainv election dayis a Democratic election 
day are boping for a reguiar catand dog down- 
pour to-day.

‘*Cheering the prospect is, and we say con- 
fidentiy, victory is within your reach. All 
that is required to insure it is for every Demo- 
crattou workto thatend from now until the 
closing of the polls on Monday.’’ 

I found the ex-Governor in his sanctum 
writing an editorial explanatory of the wav 
prohibition does not prohibit in Augusta 
under Republican rule.

The Sneaking Gang of socialists Who Drill 
in Secret.

REV. CHOW JU TIEN, 


The First Buddhist Priest Who Has Visited 
New York.

NEW YORK, September 13.—Mott street was 
thronged yesterday afternoon, principally 
with Chinamen, though there were a good 
many white faces inthe crowd, and the rich 
native accent mingled with the melodions 
wheezing and grunting of the language of the 
land of flowers. The mob was particularly 
dense infront of Kwong Hing Lung’s base- 


ment store at No.5, and a reporter asked a 
young man in bell-bottom trousers what was 
the rampus. 

‘*‘What’s the rumpus?’’ said the young 
man. **Oh, nuthin’; just one of 
the howliness swells you  eéver see, 
that’sall. Hain't got a button on bis clothes, 
and his petticoats are arainbow.’’
